Prison cash cuts ‘will 


push up re-offending’ 


DRUG dealers can stand 
outside a Suffolk prison 
and throw drugs over the 
fence unchallenged be¬ 
cause of a lack of staff and 
resources according to in¬ 
spectors. 

Strong criticism of under- 
funding is made in the Indep¬ 
endent Monitoring Board’s 
annual reports on both Highpoint 
Prison and nearby Edmunds Hill 
Prison at Stradishall. 

The report on Highpoint says 
swingeing “efficiency cuts” over 
the last few years have been 
followed by serious reductions to 
the money potentially available 
over the next three years, and 
questions whether the Govern¬ 
ment is concerned about

reducing the rate of re-offending. 

The report on Edmunds Hill 
says the general picture is of a 
well managed prison with caring 
staff. However, inspectors warn 
that limited funding means, “for 
Edmunds Hill and the service as 
a whole there is a danger - if not 
a reality - that the prison service 
becomes the Cinderella of public 
service”. 

The report points out that the 
cost to the taxpayer of re-offend- 
ing, together with the cost to the 
victim, is enormous and growing. 

It adds: “The Foundation 
Training Company do some 
excellent work at Edmunds Hill 
but at any one time there are only 


places for eight prisoners on its 
course out of a population of 360. 
This is excellent work but just not 
enough to make a difference.” 

The board believes additional 
money invested in rehabilitation 
would result in savings in costs 
from re-offending, but admits: 
“The reality is that Edmunds Hill 
- as with other prisons - is asked 
to cut its budget year-on-year.” 

Edmunds Hill is classified as a 
male training prison, with 366 
male prisoners. Concern is also 
expressed about the delayed rel¬ 
ease of foreign nation prisoners 
and prisoners with mental health 
problems who should not be 
within the prison system. 

At Highpoint 800 prisoners are 
held and the report said morale 
continued to be low as staff 
shortages meant specialist staff 


were taken away from their 
duties and language problems 
were still occurring with foreign 
prisoners. 

Ken Ellis, chairman of the 
monitoring board, said: “Officer 
shortages have resulted in major 
loss of association hours for 
prisoners, although this was 
worse in the first half of the year 
when uncertainty of exactly 
when they would be additionally 
‘banged up’ resulted in 
heightened tension among the 
prisoners. 

“Two police intelligence 
officers now operate between five 
local prisons but there is still no 
co-operation in the attempts to 
reduce the impunity with which 
drug dealers are able to stand 
outside the prison and throw 
drugs over the fence.”

Monika said: “I had family here 
and I was curious. 

“My brother was here and he 
said it was a different kind of life, 
with a different kind of people, so 
we decided to try something 
different. 

“The wages are higher here, but I 
am doing completely different 
stuff here to what I was doing in 
Poland. I worked in local 
government in Poland and now I 
am making sushi. 

“My first job was at Dalehead 
Foods, then I heard they needed 
someone at Cambridge Sushi 
Company in Haverhill and it has 
worked out just fine. 

“I had never eaten sushi before, 
but I like it very much it is a 
delicious food, very different but 
also healthy.” 

She added: “There are so many 
Polish people here now and I 


think they should have 
something more than just a job. 
“A lot of them don’t speak much 
English and it will be good to 
organise something to make 


them feel less homesick. 

“It is a completely different 
culture and they don’t know 
where they should go for help, 
they need information.”

as they moved through the 
school. 

It said: “Parents are very 
pleased with the good standard 
of pastoral care and support the 
staff provide, especially the 
many different ways in which 
the school promotes their 
children’s good personal devel¬ 
opment and well-being. 

“Pupils’ behaviour is good 
and, as a result, the school is a 
calm and welcoming commun¬ 
ity where pupils get on well 
with each other and adults, and 
enjoy their education. 

“Teaching has a number of 
good features, such as well- 
managed lessons and a good 
emphasis on practical activities. 

“Learning goals are shared 
with pupils but are sometimes 
not focused enough on what 
they will gain from the lesson, 
and some pupils are not suff¬ 
iciently aware of what they are 
expected to achieve.” 

Inspectors suggested the 
school make effective use of 
information about what pupils 
know and can do to ensure they 
make consistent progress as 
they move through the school.

Maximum class 
size of 25 urged 


CLASS sizes should be cut 
to a maximum of 25 to help 
young children who strug¬ 
gle with reading, says a 
report on primary edu¬ 
cation. 

The findings follow a row 
over suggestions by schools 
minister Jim Knight that 
classes of up to 70 were 
“perfectly acceptable”. 

The research was part of 
the Cambridge-based Pri¬ 
mary Review, the biggest 
inquiry into primary edu¬ 
cation in England for 40 
years. 

The study suggests 12- 
year-olds in the first year of 
secondary school could also 
benefit from smaller class¬ 
es. 

But despite evidence that 
smaller groups yield 
results, there has been a 
rise in “whole class” teach¬ 
ing, traditionally assoc¬ 


iated with children learn¬ 
ing by rote, the report said. 

It added: “The age of the 
pupil is important when 
considering class size 
effects. 

“There is a clear case for 
small class sizes in the 
reception year, but research 
also shows where resources 
could be further targeted.” 

It said schools should 
consider grouping children 
within their classes to let 
them interact with each 
other more. 

But it acknowledged 
curriculum pressures had 
led to whole class teaching.

Self-fit rear park 
sensor is really 
excellent value 


JUST for me! They could have 
developed it just for me! A 
reasonably priced parking 
sensor - fit it yourself - to 
warn you when something’s 
too near the rear of your car, 
writes Hilary Goy. 

Well, nearly ... the sensors fit easily 
onto the boot lid and stick on fine. The 
cables then slide under the boot edge 
and connect to the unit - a torpedo 
shape in blue and silver plastic - and 
blue tack did the job for in-boot fixing 
. . . this is not for the car proud. The 
unit then sits anywhere you like. 

The first one didn’t work with the 
batteries, or rather produced a high- 
pitched whine which reminded me of 
Gran’s hearing aid in the 1950s. There 
is a plug-in alternative, so that’s what 
we did, but wireless it is not. The wire 
trails elegantly down the length of the 
interior to the cigarette lighter. No 
problem as long as you don’t have any 
passengers you actually like... 

The unit needed a little time to settle 
in. It emitted an unexplained plaintive 
cry as I drove along the Backs with 
nothing in sight and was rather 
petulant for a couple of days. Soon 
enough however, it started to behave;

as I backed into my driveway it 
emitted soft beeps, which become 
louder and louder until finally an 
urgent note screamed at me, warning 
me to brake unless I wanted a new 
window in place of the brick holding 
my house in place -1 braked. 

The good points to this little gizmo 
are many. For example it lets you know 
when anything is too close to the back 
of the car, once even a large swooping 
bird! It does so in gradations so you 
have an idea of the urgency of the 
situation. 

Unfortunately, the on/off switch is 
inconveniently placed with the unit 
sitting behind the driver’s seat so I got 
into the habit of pulling the power out 
of the cigar socket. I also found that 
the beeps can be a little random while 
the unit is in operation. 

Otherwise this low-cost rear parking 
sensor is well worth considering!
